APPENDIX A - GENERAL PROVISIONS 
Article 1. Definitions. 

1.1 In this contract and appendices, "Project Director" or "Agency Head" or "Procurement Officer" means the person who signs this contract on 
behalf of the Requesting Agency and includes a successor or authorized representative. 

1.2 "State Contracting Agency" means the department for which this contract is to be performed and for which the Commissioner or Authorized 
Designee acted in signing this contract. 

Article 2. Inspections and Reports. 

2.1 The department may inspect, in the manner and at reasonable times it considers appropriate, all the contractor's facilities and activities under 
this contract. 

2.2 The contractor shall make progress and other reports in the manner and at the times the department reasonably requires. 

Article 3. Disputes. 

3.1 If the contractor has a claim arising in connection with the contract that it cannot resolve with the State by mutual agreement, it shaU pursue 
the claim, if at aU, in accordance with the provisions of AS 36.30.620 - 632. 

Article 4. Equal Employment Opportunity. 

4.1 The contractor may not discriminate against any employee or applicant for employment because of race, religion, color, national origin, or 
because of age, disability, sex, marital status, changes in marital status, pregnancy or parenthood when the reasonable demands of the 
position(s) do not require distinction on the basis of age, disability, sex, marital status, changes in marital status, pregnancy, or parenthood.

As a condition of performance of this contract, the contractor shall pay all federal, State, and local taxes incurred by the contractor and shall require their 
payment by any Subcontractor or any other persons in the performance of this contract. Satisfactory performance of this paragraph is a condition 
precedent to payment by the State imder this contract. 

Article 10. Ownership of Documents. 

AU designs, drawings^ specifications^ notes, artwork, and other work developed in the performance of this agreement are produced for hire and remain 
the sole property of the State of Alaska and may be used by the State for any other purpose without additional compensation to the contractor. The 
contractor agrees not to assert any rights and not to estabhsh any claim imder the design patent or copyright laws. Nevertheless, if the contractor does 
mark such documents with a statement suggesting they are trademarked, copyrighted, or otherwise protected against the State's unencumbered use or 
distribution, the contractor agrees that this paragraph supersedes any such statement and renders it void. The contractor, for a period of three years after 
final payment under this contract, agrees to furnish and provide access to all retained materials at the request of the Project Director. Unless otherwise 
directed by the Project Director, the contractor may retain copies of all the materials. 

Article 11. Governing Law; Forum Selection 

This contract is governed by the law's of tlie Slate of Alaska. To the extent not otlierwise'governed by Article 3 of this Appendix, any claim concerning 
this contract shall be brougnl only in tlie Superior Court of the State of Alaska and not elsewhere. 

Article 12. Conflicting Provisions. 

Unless specifically amended and approved by the Department of Law, the terms of this contract supersede any provisions the contractor may seek to 
add. The contractor may not add additional or different terms to this contract; AS 45.02.207(b)(1). The contractor specifically acknowledges and agrees 
that, among other things, provisions in any documents it seeks to append hereto that purport to (1) waive the State of Alaska's sovereign immunity, (2) 
impose indemnification obligations on the State of Alaska, or (3) limit liability of the contractor for acts of contractor negligence, are expressly 
superseded by this contract and are void. 

Article 13. Officials Not to Benefit. 

Contractor must comply with all applicable federal or State laws regulating ethiccil conduct of public officers and employees. 

Article 14. Covenant Against Contingent Fees. 

The contractor warrants that no person or agency has been employed or retained to solicit or secure this contract upon an agreement or imderstanding 
for a commission, percentage, brokerage or contingent fee except employees or agencies maintained by the contractor for the purpose of securing 
business. For the breach or violation of this warranty, the State may termiimte this contract without liability or in its discretion deduct from the contract 
price or consideration the full amount of the commission, percentage, brokerage or contingent fee. 

Article 15. Compliance. 

In the performance of this contract, the contractor must comply with aU applicable federal, state, and borough regulations, codes, and laws, and be liable 
for all required insurance, licenses, permits and bonds. 

Article 16. Force Majeure. 

The parties to this contract are not liable for the consequences of any failure to perform, or default in performing, any of their obligations under this 
Agreement, if that failure or default is caused by any unforeseeable Force Majeure, beyond the control of, and without the fault or negligence of, the 
respective party. For the purposes of this Agreement, Force Majeure will mean war (whether declared or not); revolution; invasion; insurrection; riot; 
civil commotion; sabotage; military or usurped power; lightning; explosion; fire; storm; drought; flood; earthquake; epidemic; quarantine; strikes; acts or 
restraints of goverrunental authorities affecting the project or directly or indirectly prohibiting or restricting the furnishing or use of materials or labor 
required; inability to secure materials, machinery, equipment or labor because of priority, allocation or other regulations of any governmental 
authorities.

INDEMNITY AND INSURANCE

Article 1. Indemnification 

The Contractor shall indemnify, hold harmless, and defend the contracting agency from and against any claim 
of, or liability for error, omission or negligent act of the Contractor xmder this agreement. The Contractor shall 
not be required to indemnify the contracting agency for a claim of, or liability for, the independent negligence 
of the contracting agency. If there is a claim of, or liability for, the joint negligent error or omission of the 
Contractor and the independent negligence of the Contracting agency, the indemnification and hold harmless 
obligation shall be apportioned on a comparative fault basis. "Contractor" and "Contracting agency", as used 
within this and the following article, include the employees, agents and other contractors who are directly 
responsible, respectively, to each. The term "independent negligence" is negligence other than in the 
Contracting agency's selection, administration, monitoring, or controlling of the Contractor and in approving 
or accepting the Contractor's work. 

Article 2. Insurance 

Without limiting contractor's indemnification, it is agreed that contractor shall purchase at its own expense 
and maintain in force at all times during the performance of services under this agreement the following 
policies of insurance. Where specific Limits are shown, it is understood that they shall be the minimum 
acceptable limits. If the contractor's policy contains higher limits, the state shall be entitled to coverage to the 
extent of such higher limits. Certificates of Insurance must be furnished to the contracting officer prior to 
beginning work and must provide for a notice of cancellation, non-renewal, or material change of conditions in 
accordance with policy provisions. Failure to furnish satisfactory evidence of insurance or lapse of the policy is 
a material breach of this contract and shall be grounds for termination of the contractor's services. All 
insurance policies shall comply with and be issued by insurers licensed to transact the business of insurance 
under AS 21.

Scope of Work: 

The Department of Transportation & Public Facilities (DOT&PF), Program Development enters into Contract No. 
2519H036 with Nordata Services BL#1097020 (Contractor) to provide transportation planning analyses and assistance. 
The scope of work is subdivided into two distinct periods. 

The scope of the contracts during the first period is intended to produce a report for the Commissioner of DOT&PF 
regarding the status of transportation planning within the department and provide recommendations for improvement 
(if any). These findings may then lead to additional scope (second period) which, if authorized, will be exercised solely at 
the discretion of the DOT&PF by written contract amendment. 

It is anticipated the contractor may need to travel to other DOT&PF offices in Alaska to perform the initial scope of work. 
In specific terms, the contractor shall perform the following during period one: 

Period One Tasks 

1. Meet and discuss with the Commissioner and others as needed, and as directed, regarding the goals for 
transportation development in Alaska in 2019 and beyond. In light of these discussions, the contractor shall 
then make the following assessments (Tasks 2 -6) including providing recommendations to achieve the identified 
goals: 

2. Review the Statewide Long Range Transportation Plan and all supporting plans adopted by the DOT&PF. 

3. Review the Statewide Transportation Improvement Program including the Metropolitan Planning organizations 
Transportation Improvement Program(s). In particular, review how expected funding a replacement vessel for 
the M/V Tustamena as well as other major AMHS projects will impact other DOT&PF project needs over the next 
6 years. 

4. Review the draft Capital Budget for the next Fiscal Year. 

5. Review the current organizational structure and staffing within the Program Development Division including the 
regional planning offices. 

6. Review the status of obligations of Federal Highway Funds for Federal Fiscal Year 2019. 

7. Review and enumerate federal-aid highway projects initiated for design after January 1, 2018 

8. The contractor shall prepare a written report of the Findings and Recommendations for Improvement as a result 
of the above tasks, including a presentation to the Commissioner and other senior staff as requested by the 
Commissioner. This report may include actionable changes and possible additional scope for the Contractor to 
perform in Period Two of this Contract (if authorized). This report, shall be produced by February 15, 2019 if 
practicable. 

Accommodations Provided by the DOT&PF at No Cost to Contractor
